On Wednesday, Apr. 5, 

Cobum Hall on South Campus 
was host to eight pieces of the 
.AIDS Quilt. The on-campus 
organization Spectrum helped 
arrange the Quilt’s appearance 
as part of Fear No People Week 
and was observed by scores of 
students and faculty members. 
Volunteer representatives of the 
NAMES Project Foundation, the 
organization that oversees the 
Quilt, were also available to 
answer questions. 

This particular piece of the 
AIDS Quilt featured mostly vic¬ 
tims from Massachusetts, 
including some from Boston. 
Cambridge and Dracut In total, 
there w ere approximately 64 
patches exhibited. AIDS is a 
particularly important issue on 
campus because the college stu¬ 
dent age is the group most on 
the rise for the disease. The 
Quilt not only remembers those 
that died, but is also meant to 
serve as a learning tool, to edu¬ 
cate people and inspire them to 
help find a cure. 

Patches on the Quilt were cre¬ 
ated by friends or relatives of 


victims to honor the life of the 
deceased. Attached on some of 
the patches w ere personal items, 
including ticket stubs from Red 
Sox or Bruins games, copies of 
driver’s licenses, and one that 
had an empty box of a favorite 
cigarette brand. 

Kevin Buckley, Spectrum 
treasurer, was one of those 
responsible for getting the Quilt 
to the University. “It was diffi¬ 
cult [to get it], but definitely 
worth it. It’s a powerful piece of 
work,” he said. “The opportuni¬ 


ty to exhibit this doesn’t happen 
often; I’m glad so many students 
took advantage.” 

Buckley attributed the great 
student response to the fame of 
the Quilt and the importance of 
the AIDS issue. It also reminded 
those who visited that they are 
not only names. There are real 
people who die of this disease. 
“It really hit home with some 
people,” Buckley said. 

The AIDS Quilt, or NAMES 
Project, was established in 1987 
to commemorate those who died 


of the virus, and also to alert 
others that AIDS is a very real 
problem. Over the years it has 
been added to, and today the 
entire Quilt spans lb football 
fields, containing 43.000 panels 
created by friends and family of 
AIDS victims and over 83,000 
names. Another part of the Quilt 
was on display at UMass Lowell 
several years ago. For more

Nick Pintabone, who orga¬ 
nized the performance, empha¬ 
sizes that there is a little some¬ 
thing for everyone at “Live and 
Exposed,” and encourages the 
UML community to show their 
support. “The event is for a 
really good cause, and I am 
hoping we can raise a lot of 
money for the Rape Crisis 
Center. A lot of work has gone 
into setting up this show, and I 
think it should go really well,” 
Pintabone said. “WJUL is dedi¬ 
cated to promoting local music, 
so we are glad they were will¬ 
ing to help out,” he continued.

The Honors Endowment 
Committee held its annual 
reception and banquet at the 
Radisson Hotel and Suites in 
Chelmsford Friday night. 

There were seven professors 
honored, in addition to their 
individual attributes, for a com¬ 
mon extraordinary level of 
commitment to their colleagues 
and students. H. Jack 
Apfelbaum, Professor Emeritus 
of Engineering; Norman 
Benson, former faculty member 
of the College of Education; 
Marian Davis Dubrule, former 
faculty member in the nursing 
department; Arthur Friedman, 
Professor Emeritus of English; 
Ernest James, Professor 
Emeritus of Chemistry; Bernard 
Shapiro, Professor Emeritus of 
Mathematics; and Willis 
Traphagan, Professor Emeritus 
of Music were each introduced 
by a colleague from the depart¬ 


ment and then presented with a 
certificate thanking them for 
giving “a human face to UMass 
Lowell... [and] ... not influenc¬ 
ing the school’s evolution so 
much as embodying it.” 

The six student recipients of 
the Honors Endowment scholar¬ 
ships were “selected for their 
outstanding academic achieve¬ 
ments as well as their commit¬ 
ment to scholarship and ser¬ 
vice.” In order of appearance: 
Katherine Collins, a senior phi¬ 
losophy and political science 
major; Amanda Mederios, a 
mathematics major; Tejal Patel, 
a sophomore exercise physiolo¬ 
gy major; Jennifer Ross, a 
senior philosophy major, 
Amanda Smith, a political sci¬ 
ence major; and Sumit Widhani, 
a double major of electrical 
engineering and computer sci¬ 
ence.

FBI makes an impact on campus

Kevin Swindon, an alumnus 
of the UML class of 1989, 
returned on Apr. 4 as Special 
Agent Swindon to speak to stu¬ 
dents about career opportunities 
with the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. Swindon present¬ 
ed a wealth of information to 
attentive students about the mis¬ 
sion of the Bureau, thejob 
requirements and training, and 
the future outlook of the FBI as 
a potential career. 

Agent Swindon explained that 
the mission of the FBI is to 
uphold the law, protect the 
Constitution, and investigate, 
arrest and search for evidence. 
Founded in 1908 to investigate 
espionage in World War I, the 
Bureau of Investigation added 
Federal to its name in 1935. 
During World War II, the 
Bureau grew to include a for¬ 
eign counter-intelligence pro¬ 
gram, commonly known as spy¬ 
ing. In the 1960s the FBI added 


Civil Rights to its job descrip¬ 
tion. In the 1970s and ‘80s 
white-collar crime and drugs 
topped the list of duties. The 
1990s added another function to 
the FBI: researching computer 
crime. 

Agent Swindon explained that 
the Bureau requires applicants 
to be between the ages of 23 
and 36 when they apply, with a 
mandatory retirement at age 57. 
He explained, however, that for 
the support side of FBI work, 
the requirements are less strin¬ 
gent. One must have a degree 
from a four year, accredited 
school, but 80 percent of all 
applicants have an advanced 
degree. The competition to get 
into the FBI is fierce. 

Applicants must be United 
States citizens, and must never 
have committed a felony. 
Swindon stated that the initial 
examination eliminates 50 per¬ 
cent of the applicants. After a 
very extensive background 
check, a polygraph test, and 
physical and mental fitness 
tests, applicants may be chosen 


to attend the training center at 
Quantico, Virginia for 16 
weeks. 

Senior Dan Hittner said he 
wants to get involved in law 
enforcement, and hopes to be in 
training one day. “The FBI has 
been one of my dreams,” 
explained the criminal justice 
major. 

Sophomore Sean Murphy said 
he is interested in the S.W.A.T 
team, Special Weapons and 
Tactics. “The FBI has always 
captured my attention,” he said. 

Agent Swindon, who was 
glad to help get the word out 
about job opportunities for 
today’s students, added that the 
ideal candidate must have three 
years of work experience when 
he or she applies. It is the skills 
the Bureau is looking for, not 
the degree. If a candidate pos¬ 
sesses computer, chemistry, or 
bilingual skills, he or she is 
even more desirable. Mr. Jake 
Burke of Career Services added 
that the applicant should have

Approximately 30 students 
attended the Graduate Student 
Association (GSA) meeting last 
Friday. The agenda included a 
discussion with Mary Connolly, 
Director of Student Activities, 
the formation of a graduate 
research grant committee, the 
report of the executive commit¬ 
tee election, and reports from 
several committees. 

Connolly discussed services 
provided by her office as well as 
other opportunities that graduate 
students might want to take 
advantage of such as the 
Bookstore Scholarships and 
Awards. She offered the services 
of her office and the Student 
Information Centers (SIC) to all 
students. Her office is in 
McGauvran Student Union on 
South Campus. She also men¬ 
tioned that the student trustee 
position is open to all graduate 
as well as undergraduate stu¬ 
dents. However, the student 
trustee position did not appear 
on the GSA ballot last week due 
to an oversight. 

Connolly also reported that 
the covenience store in 
McGauvran 2nd floor will be 
turned into a cafe. The com¬ 
muter cafe in Ivy Hall will be 
closed and the bookstore now in 
the basement of McGauvran will 
be moved to the former com¬ 
muter cafe. Commuters wanting 
a hot meal will be encouraged to 
eat on the board plan side of the 
cafe at the flat rate, all-you-can- 
eat price. 

Twenty-eight Professional 
Development Award (PDA) 
Applications were received this 
month. There were not sufficient 
funds to approve them all, how¬ 
ever. Priority was given to appli¬ 
cants who were presenting 
papers or posters at conferences. 
The PDA committee will ask the 
GSA to address the success of 
the PDA awards and determine 
whether more funds should be 
allocated for this academic year. 

Ten Graduate Research Grant 
(GRG) applications were 
received by the GSA. A commit¬ 
tee was formed to review the 
applications. Marjan Trutchl, 
Urska Cvek, Linda DaLuz and 
Daniel Shapiro will serve on the 
GRG committee to determine 
the merit of the applications. 

Any graduate student may apply 
once for up to $1000 to help 
defer the cost of research. 
Applications are available at the 
Graduate School Office, 
Falmouth 311, and from gradu¬ 
ate coordinators in every depart¬ 
ment. 

A full slate of officers was 
elected to the GSA for the next 
academic year. Jeff Todd will 
serve as President, Chanin (Art) 
Kulsentthanchalee as Vice- 
President, and Santosh Bhagat 
as Secretary. Jatin Soneta was 
elected as Treasurer as a write-in 
candidate. Todd is a doctoral 
student in the Graduate School 


of Education and the other three 
officers are students in Plastics 
Engineering. 

The GSA will purchase two 
scanners that will be placed in 
the North and South Campus 
libraries. The scanners will 


accept floppy and zip disks. This 
addresses a long-term need of 
graduate students to be able to 
copy materials that can not leave 
the library. The machines, which 
can scan color images, will give 
students an option besides pho¬

MASSPIRG responds 


to recent criticism

In response to Kristen Kerouac’s opin¬ 
ion piece on March 28th, we as students 
currently involved in MASSPIRG would 
like to respond to her criticisms. 

First of all, MASSPIRG is an organiza¬ 
tion run by a student board of executives 
and student board representatives from 
each campus chapter. That student board 
voted several years ago to have paid full¬ 
time staff members to help us organize 
and maintain communication throughout 
the state as we work on each semester’s 
campaign collaboratively and concurrent¬ 
ly. The highest seat in our organization is 
the state board chair, held by a student at 
UMass-Amherst. MASSPIRG’s most 
important decisions are decided at 
statewide meetings in which the elected 
student board representatives from each 
campus where a MASSPIRG chapter is 
present vote on campaign ideas; organiz¬ 
ers cannot vote. Our next board meeting 
is Sunday, April 16th in Boston and any 
interested students are welcome to attend. 

Part of the waivable student fee is used 
to pay our organizer. The option of waiv¬ 
ing the fee is designed to give each stu¬ 
dent the free will to support or not sup¬ 
port MASSPIRG’s efforts. It takes 
approximately 5 seconds to read the 
information on the tuition bill and check 
the box to waive the $7 fee. Students do 
not have this choice with other groups 
they may oppose, such as the College 
Conservatives or College Democrats. 

We’ve assumed that you are basing 
your claims of MASSPIRG’s lack of 
sense and student input on your experi¬ 
ence with our former organizer. 

Regardless of the validity of your state¬ 
ments, or lack thereof, it is wrong to criti¬ 
cize our current organizer and volunteers, 
who you have never met, based on your 
conflict with one person who is no longer 
here. 

In response to Scott Kaplan’s letter that 
you referred to, yes, we made a mistake. 
While we mistakenly said that 
Massachusetts went a record 303 days 
without snow, it was Boston, 
Massachusetts that actually did. We offer 
our most sincere apologies for that proof¬ 
reading error. The facts in the article were 
presented to interest readers enough to 
attend our Global Warming Educational 
Forum, not to educate the general public 
on global warming as the Connector does 
not have enough space to allow for the 
printing of all information available on 
this issue. 

You stated that we “should have asked 


the people who know” in the department 
of Earth, Environmental and Atmospheric 
sciences. In fact, if you had attended the 
forum you would have known that Dr. 
Robert Gamache of the above-mentioned 
department was our first speaker. His pro¬ 
fessional opinion, that global warming is 
happening, as a result of carbon dioxide 
emissions, was not influenced by 
MASSPIRG, as he was capable of formu¬ 
lating his own lecture for the forum. We 
have a VHS tape available at our office if 
you would like to hear what he had to 
say. While we’re on the topic of what the 
experts think about global warming, con¬ 
sider this: According to the U.S. govern¬ 
ments Environmental Protection Agency, 
(http://www.epa.gov/globalwarming) the 
20th century’s 10 warmest years all 
occurred since 1983, seven of them since 
1990. Of these, 1998 was the warmest 
year on record. 

In 1995, a comprehensive assessment 
by the Intergovernmental Panel on 
Climate Change, an officially appointed 
body of the world’s global warming 
experts (formed jointly by the United 
Nations Environment Program and World 
Meteorological Organization), determined 
that the balance of the evidence suggests 
human activities are contributing to glob¬ 
al warming and that there has been “a 
discernible human influence on global 
climate”. In December 1999, James 
Baker, Director of the U.S . National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration 
(NOAA), states “Our climate is now 
changing rapidly... Our new data and 
understanding now point to a critical situ¬ 
ation”, and Peter Ewins. head of the 
British Meteorological Office, states “the 
evidence is almost incontrovertible that 
man has an effect”. In January 2000, the 
National Research Council of the 
National Academy of Sciences issued a 
report stating that the warming of the 
earth’s surface is “undoubtedly real”. 

You object to MASSPIRG petitioning 
students, but we feel that education 
through personal contact is crucial for 
any grassroots organization. We don’t 
think asking a person if they would like 
to signra petition or are interested in 
working on any of our campaigns is 
being too intrusive. It’s easy enough to 
say no (or just walk by and say nothing) 
if you are not interested. 

We urge all students to vote yes for 
MASSPIRG when the reaffirmation vote 
takes place. For those who are still wary 
or undecided, feel free to contact us with 
any questions by phone at x4883 or send 
e-mail to Jessica DeBurro 
(liminosh@aol.com) or Josh Bouricius 
(j bouricius @ rocketmail .com).

A good rock song can make a 
film unforgettable. Since rock’s 
birth in the 1950s, movies have 
never been the same. From 
Grease to Rocky Horror Picture 
Show to Saturday Night Fever , 
great rock movie songs pervade 
our collective pop culture con¬ 
sciousness. IPs Only Rock V 
Roll: 50 Years of Music and 
Film gathers some of the most 
unforgettable songs from rock 
movies. It provides the sound¬ 
track to an upcoming VH1 orig¬ 
inal movie that chronicles the 
history of American rock music. 

Sometimes a movie song is 
more memorable than the film 
from which it originates. John 
Cafferty & the Beaver Brown 


Band’s “On the Dark Side” 
from 1983’s Eddie and the 
Cruisers is a perfect example. 
The movie came and went at 
the box office, but the 
Springsteen-esque tune has 
stuck around for nearly two 
decades. 

Grease is one of the quintes¬ 
sential rock movies. The title 
song by Frankie Valli is an 
obvious choice, but not the best 
cut off the soundtrack. 

“Summer Nights” or “You’re 
the One That I Want” better 
define the film. 

“The Time Warp” from cult 
classic Rocky Horror Picture 
Show delivers what has become 
a pop culture phenomenon. 
Another ‘70s wonder, albeit one 
many of us would like to forget, 
is Disco. Saturday Night Fever , 
with polyester-clad John 
Travolta, supplied the sound¬ 


track to an era of musical 
monotony. However insipid, the 
Tramps’ “Disco Inferno” and 
Donna Summer’s “Last Dance” 
incite careless abandon. 

Its Only Rock V Roll 
includes some timeless stan¬ 
dards such as Buddy Holly and 
the Crickets’ “Oh Boy,” Los 
Lobos’ “La Bamba” and Jerry 
Lee Lewis’ “Great Balls of 
Fire.” The most outstanding 
choice is a live version of 
“Proud Mary” by Ike & Tina 
Turner. Recorded at a time 
before Tina became one of the 
premier solo women in rock, 
she dazzled audiences with her 
raw, passionate energy. 

Spanning a half-century, the 
album captures some of the best 
moments of rebellion, dance, 
romance, and fun that were and 
are American rock ‘n’ roll.

Byrds flying high

As one of the most melodic 
bands on record, the Byrds 
were one of the most successful 
and influencial bands of the 
1960s. However, their reputa¬ 
tion as a meticulously produced 
band doesn’t translate live. 

Live at the Fillmore - 
February 1969 is a disappoint¬ 
ment to those who enjoy the 
mellow sound the the Byrds 
seem unable to reproduce in 
concert. 

Recorded less than a week 
after 1969’s Dr. Byrds and Mr. 
Hyde , the album does reveal 
Clarence White’s excellent gui¬ 
tar work. 

With their hit single “Turn! 
Turn! Turn!” the Byrds created 
a socially conscious classic. Its 
quest for peace and harmony 
personified the counterculture’s 


anti-war movement. 

The Byrds achieved main¬ 
stream success in 1965 with 
their electric cover of Bob 
Dylan’s “Mr. Tambourine 
Man.” Until 1973, they were 
America’s attempt at competing 
with the Beatles. 

Other hit songs didn’t follow. 
The problem with the album is 
it combines the Byrds’ most 
renowned classics into a “Turn! 
Turn! Turn!” / “Mr. Tambourine 
Man” medley. 

Instead, a barrage of honky 
tonk tunes follow. Listeners 
who aren’t familiar with the 
band’s live atonal Country 
sounding twang might be disap¬ 
pointed that the Byrds more 
like Bob Dylan or Tom Petty 
than Crosby, Stills & Nash. 

Some might argue that the 
Byrds didn’t feel the need to 
mimic their nearly flawless 
sound in concert. Or maybe 
they lost their studio sound in 
‘60s psychedelia.

COMING SOON TO THEATRES EVERYWHERE

It’s springtime. Flowers are in 
bloom, birds are singing and 
that can only mean one thing... 
It’s time for aspiring directors, 
actors, and screenwriters to 
make their way to Europe for 
the film festival season. What is 
a film festival, you ask? Well, 
they are usually one or two 
week events that showcase 
close to 1000 films throughout 
the festival. 

Film Festivals showcase more 
of the artistic side of filmmak¬ 
ing and have screened some of 
the most memorable movies of 
all time ( Shakespeare in Love , 
La Femme Nikita). Prizes are 
awarded to the top films and 
more importantly the people 
who made the film become 
instant celebrities, and receive 
money towards future projects. 

In Europe from early May to 
the end of July there are film 
festivals from Milan to 
Moscow. One of the most pres¬ 
tigious of the film festivals and 
the one I am lucky enough to be 
attending this year is the Cannes 
Film Festival. Cannes. France, 
an elegant French town off of 
the Mediterranean Sea and part 
of the group of towns that make 
up the Cote D’Azur (known in 
the U.S. as the French Riviera), 
is an ideal location for film 
lovers and the many famous 
people who attend this historic 


festival. 

The film festival began in 
1946 and was the first interna¬ 
tional cultural event following 
World War II. In this first 
Cannes film festival, 18 coun¬ 
tries were represented. Now 
there are more then 200 coun¬ 
tries represented and have 
showcased many now famous 
directors’ earlier work (Steven 
Spielberg, Stanley Kubrick, and 
Woody Allen, for example). 

This year’s festival will be 
held from May 10 to the 21* 
Luc Besson who directed well- 
known films such as La Femme 
Nikita , The Professional , Fifth 
Element , and Joan of Arc, will 
preside as head over the jury in 
this year’s film festival. Vatel 
directed by Roland Joffe and 
starring Gerald Depardieu, Uma 
Thurman, and Julian Glover 
will be opening the festival on 
May 10.

it was released. There were peo¬ 
ple dressed up as characters, 
including one guy who was 
dressed like Jar Jar Binks.

enhanced supervisory and ana¬ 
lytical skills. 

Swindon also stated that 
approximately 11 percent of the 
agents are female, a number 
that the head of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation would 
like to increase. He added how¬ 
ever, that the women are highly 
respected by the males they 
train with and that they are 
every bit as capable, as well. 
Andrea Long, a freshman from 
Saugus, said that her interest 
lies in the investigative aspect 
of the work, as opposed to the 
guns. 

Career opportunities exist in 
the law division, the accounting 
division, and the diversified 


division, and work is available 
on local, state or national levels 
within the Bureau. Swinton 
shared a number of examples of 
the type of work an agent might 
be assigned to, including com¬ 
puter crimes, which offers many 
opportunities.

record for career RBI as the 
UMass Lowell baseball team 
swept New Haven, 24-10 and 
10-1, Saturday in a New 
England Collegiate Conference 
(NECC) doubleheader at 
LaLacheur Stadium.
